BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : —

2 . In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " calibration " means all the operations which are necessary 
for the purpose of determining the values of the errors of a weight 
or measure and, if necessary , to determine the other metrological 
properties of such weight or measure , and includes the actual fixing 
of the positions of the gauge -marks or scale -marks of a weight or 
measure, or in some cases , of certain principal marks only , in rela 
tion to the corresponding values of the quantity to be measured . 

Explanation . - Calibration may also be carried out with a view 
to permitting the use of a weight or measure as a standard ; 

(6 ) " commodity in packaged form " means commodity packaged , 
whether in any bottle, tin , wrapper or otherwise , in units suitable 
for sale , whether wholesale or retail; 

(c ) " dealer " , in relation to any weight or measure , means a 
person who , or a firm or a Hindu undivided family which , carries on , 
directly or otherwise , the business of buying, selling , supplying or 
distributing any such weight or measure, whether for cash or for 
deferred payment or for commission , remuneration or other valuable 
consideration , and includes 

(i) a commission agent who carries an auch business on be

(ii ) an importer who sells , supplies , distributes or other 
wise delivers any weight or measure to any user, manufacturer, 

repairer, consumer or any other person , 
but does not include a manufacturer who sells, supplies, distributes 
or otherwise delivers any weight or measure to any person or cate 
gory of persons referred to in this clause . 

Explanation . - For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared 
that a manufacturer, who sells, supplies, distributes or otherwise 
delivers any weight or measure to any person other than a dealer, 
shall be deemed to be a dealer ; 

(d ) " Director " means the Director of Legal Metrology appoint 
ed under section 28 ; 

( e ) " export" , with its grammatical variations and cognate expres 
sions , means taking out of India to a place outside India ; 

(f) " false package " means any package which does not conform 
to the provisions of this Act or any rule or order made thereunder 
in relation to such package ; 

( 9 ) " false weight or measure" means any weight or measure 
which does not conform to the standards established by or under 
this Act in relation to that weight or measure ; 

( h ) " General Conference on Weights and Measures" means the 
Conference General des Poids of Mesures established under the 
Convention du Metre;

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(i) " import” , with its grammatical variations and cognate ex 
pressions, means bringing into India from a place outside India ; 

(1) " International Bureau of Weights and Measures" means the 
Bureau Internationale des Poids et Mesures, established under the 
Convention du Metre, et Sevres in France ; 

(k ) “ International Organisation of Legal Metrology " means the 
Organisation Internationale de Metrologie Legale established under 
the Convention Instituant Une Organisation Internationale de Metro 
logie Legale ; 

(1) " International Prototype of the Kilogram " means the proto 
type sanctioned by the First General Conference on Weights and 
Measures held in Paris in 1889 , and deposited at the International 
Bureau of Weights and Measures ; 

(m ) " inter - State trade or commerce " , in relation to any weight 
or measure or other goods which are bought, sold , supplied , dis 
tributed or delivered by weight, measure or number, means the pur 
chase, sale, supply , distribution or delivery which 

(1) occasions the movement of such weight, measure or 
other goods from one State to another , or 

(ii) is effected by a transfer of documents of title to such 
weight, measure or other goods during its movement from one 
State to another . 


Explanation 1. - Where any such weight or measure is, or other 
goods are, delivered to a carrier or other bailee for transmission , the 
movement of such weight, measure or other goods shall , for the pur 
poses of sub - clause ( ii ) , be deemed to commence at the time of such 
delivery and terminate at the time when delivery is taken from such 
carrier or bailee. 

Explanation II. - Where the movement of any such weight, mea 
sure or other goods commences and terminates in the same State , it 
shall not be deemed to be a movement of such weight, measure or 
other goods from one State to another merely by reason of the fact 
that in the course of such movement it passes through the territory 
of any other State ; 

(n ) " label" means any written , marked , stamped , printed , or 
graphic matter affixed to , or appearing upon , any commodity or 
package containing any commodity ; 

(0 ) "manufacturer " , in relation to any weight or measure, means 
a person who, or a firm or a Hindu undivided family which , 

(i) makes or manufactures such weight or measure , 

(ii ) makes or manufactures one or more parts , and acquires 
the other parts , of such weight or measure and, after assembling 
those parts, claims the end product to be a weight or measure 
manufactured by himself or itself, as the case may be 

( iii ) does not make or manufacture any part of such weight 
or measure but assembles parts thereof made or manufactured 
by others and claims the end product to be a weight or measure 
manufactured by himself or itself , as the case may bę , 
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( iv ) puts, or causes to be put, his own mark on any com 
plete weight or measure made or manufactured by any other 
person and claims such product to be a weight or measure made 
or manufactured by himself or itself, as the case may be . 

Explanation .- -Where any manufacturer despatches any weight 
or measure or any part thereof to any branch office maintained by 
him or it, such branch office shall not be deemed to be a manufacturer 
even though the parts so despatched to it are assembled at such 
branch office ; 

(p ) " notification " means a notification published in the Official 
Gaette ;

( i) every department or office, 

(ii) every organisation established or constituted by Gov 
ernment, 

( iii) every local authority within the territory of India ,

( s) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act 
and " prescribed authority ” means such authority as may be specifled 
by such rules ; . 

(t) " reference standard ” means the set of standard weight or 
measure which is made or manufactured by or on behalf of the Cen 
tral Government for the verification of any secondary standard ; 

( u ) " repairer” includes a person who adjusts, cleans, lubricates 
or paints any weight or measure or renders any other service to 
such weight or measure to ensure that such weight or measure con 
forms to the standards established by or under this Act; 

(v ) " sale " , with its grammatical variations and cognate expres . 
sions, means transfer of property in any weight, measure or other 
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goods by one person to another for cash or for deferred payment or 
for any other valuable consideration , and includes a transfer of any 
weight, measure or other goods on the hire -purchase system or any 
other system of payment by instalments, but does not include a 
mortgage or hypothecation of, or a charge or pledge on , such weight, 
measure or other goods; 

( w ) " seal" means a device or process by which a stamp is made , 
and includes any wire or other accessory which is used for ensuring 
the integrity of any stamp; 

( x ) " secondary standard " means the set of standard weight or 
measure which is made or manufactured by or on behalf of the Cen 
tral or State Government for the verification of any working 
standard ; 

( y ) " stamp” means a mark , which is made on , or in relation to , 
any weight or measure with a view tom 

(i) certifying that such weight or mesure conforms to the 
standard specified by or under this Act, or 

(ii) indicating that any mark which was previously made 
thereon certifying that such weight or measure conforms to the 
standards specified by or under this Act, has been obliterated. 


Explanation .- - A stamp may be made by impressing, casting, en 
graving, etching , branding or any other process ; 
(z ) " transaction " means 

(i) any contract , whether for sale , purchasc , exchange or 
any other purpose , or 

(ii) any assessment of royalty , toll , duty or other dues, or 

(iii) the assessment of any work done , wages due or servic 
es rendered ; 


(za ) " unverified weight or measure " means a weight or measure 
which , being required to be verified and stamped under this Act, has 
not been so verified and stamped ; 

(zb ) " verification ” , with its grammatical variations and cognate 
expressions, includes, in relation to any weight or measure, the pro 
cess of comparing, checking, testing or adjusting such weight or 
measure with a view to ensuring that such weight or measure con 
forms to the standards established by or under this Act, and also 
includes re -verification and calibration ; 

(2c ) " weighing or measuring instrument" means any object, 
instrument, apparatus or device , or any combination thereof, which 
is, or is intended to be, used , exclusively or additionally, for the pur 
pose of making any weighment or measurement, and includes any 
appliance , accessory or part associated with any such object , instru 
ment , apparatus or device ; 

(zd ) “weight or measure" means a weight or measure specified 
by or under this Act, and includes a weighing or measuring instry 
ment; 
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(ze ) " working standard means the set of standard weight or 
measure which is made or manufactured by or on behalf of Gov 
ernment for the verification of any standard weight or measure , 
other than a national prototype or national reference or secondary 
standard .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In India , uniform standards of weights and measures, based on the 
metric system , were established , for the first time, by the Standards 
of Weights and Measures Act, 1956 . The standards established by the 
1956 -Act were, however, based on the internationul systein of units , as 
recognised by the General Conference of Weights and Measures 
( CGPM ) and the International Organization of Legal Metrology 
( OIML ) . Subsequent to the enactment of the said Act, CGPM re 
vised the standards of weights and measures with a view to providing 
a coherent scheme for measurements having regard to the rapid ad 
vances made in the fields of science and technology , and evolved a 
practical system of units of weights and measures , suitable for adop 
tion for all the signatories to the Metre Convention . This practical 
system of weights and measures was given the name " Le Systeme 
International d Unites" (with its international abbreviation " SI" ) . 
The SI includes seven base units, two supplementary units, about fifty 
derived units and a few special units . The SI is not a new system ; 
it emanates from the six primary units which were established by the 
1956 -Act, and also includes derived units which are required in the 
specialised fields of nuclcar science , space technology , aeronautics , 
electronics, communication and for the manufacture of high -preci 
sion Instruments and equipments required in the country and for ex 
port. To sustain and assist scientific and technological research in the 
country , more accurate standards of weights and measures, as in the 
SI, have to be adopted for the measurement of space and time, tem 
perature and heat, magnetic quantities , X - ray dosages, nuclear radia 
tion , etc . The Indian Science Academy and other scientific and tech 
nical organizations, as well as the technical departments of the Govern 
ment, have urged the formal adoption of ȘI and other units to facili 
tate their working. 


2. The OIML , which is responsible for the preparation of interna 
tional laws on weights and measures, called " Legal Metrology " , has 
recognised all the SI units for legal purposes and has prepared the 
draft of a legislation for enactment by member- countries . 


3 . India is a signatory to the Metre Convention and is thus a mem 
ber of the CGPM . India is also a member of the OIML. In view of 
the revision by the CGPM of the standards of weights and measures 
and the changes in the law suggested by the OIML , the Central Gov 
ernment constituted a Committee with Shri S . K . Maitra , a Joint 
Secretary in the Ministry of Law , Justice and Company Affairs, as its 
Chairman , to consider what changes were required to be made in the 
1956 -Act to give effect to the recommendations made by the aforesaid 
international organizations The shid Committce included technical 
and scientific experts and also included representatives of some of the 
State Governments .

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4 . After going into the matter in depth , the Committee submitted a 
unanimous recommendation suggesting the replacement of the 1956 -Act 
by a comprehensive legislation on the subject. The Bill seeks to give 
effect to the recommendations of the aforesaid international organizations. 

5 . The Bill further provides for consumer protection in respect of 
packaged commodities by providing , in pursuance of the recommenda 
tions of the OIML , for the proper indication on the package of net quan 
tity by weight, measures or number , the identity of the commodity con 
tained therein , name of the manufacturer, and , what is very important, 
the price of the package . It is also proposed that commodities commonly 
used by people should be packed in rationalised standard quantities by 
weight , measure or number , so as to facilitate the purchase and com 
parison of price by the people . Further , indication of date of manufac 
ture and date of expiry would also be marked for appropriate products . 

6 . A further provision for consumer protection is the approval of 
models of weights, measures and weighing and measuring instruments , 
which is recommended by the QIML draft law . The scientific evalua 
tion of the performance , accuracy and dependability of weights, mea 
sures etc would enable the consumer to buy his requirements with 
greater confidence about accuracy and also give industries the facility to 
use more accurate measuring instruments in their production control and 
enable the scientists to measure accurately the quantities involved in their 
researches . All these benefits will contribute to national development. 
7 . The main features of the Bill are, 

(a ) establishment of the standards of weights and measures , 
based on the SI units, as adopted by the CGPM and recognised by 
the OIML; 

( b ) establishment of the standards of numeration , based on the 
international form of Indian numerals ; 

(c) regulation of inter- State trade and commerce in weights and 
measures and commodities sold , distributed or supplied by weight or 
measure; 

( d ) regulation of inter - State trade and commerce in commodities 
sold , supplied or distributed in packaged form ; 

(e ) control and regulation of export and import of weights and 
measures and commodities in packaged form ; 

( f) approval (before manufacture ) of models of weighing and 
measuring instruments intended to be manufactured after the com 
mencement of the proposed legislation ; 

( g ) establishment of an Indian Institute of Legal Metrology for 
imparting training in legal metrology to inspectors and other persons; 

(h ) surveys and collection of statistics for facilitating planning 
and enforcement of the proposed legislation ; 

(i) punishment for offers us against the proposed legislation .

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clauses 24 and 25 of the Bill require the Central Government to pre 
pare, or cause to be prepared , at the Central Governmnt Mint at Bombay , 
sets of reference , secondary and working standards. Enactment of these 
provisions would require the expansion of the Mint aforesaid . Under 
the Indo -German Agreement the said Mint would receive specialised 
equipments and machinery from the Government of the Federal Republic 
of Germany, but the Government of India will have to provide for the 
purchase of indigenous equipments necessary workshop facilities and 
technical staff , The expansion of the Metrology Wing of the Central 
Government Mint at Bombay would need an extra expenditure. The 
non - recurring expenditure for such expansion is estimated to be of the 
order of Rs. 15 lakhs and the recurring expenditure is estimated to be of 
the order of Rs, 10 lakhs . 


The reference , secondary and working standards needed by the Cen 
tral Government under clauses 24 and 25 are required to be kept at the 
prescribed place in prescribed custody . Accordingly , it is proposed to 
establish four Standard Laboratories, region -wise, in a phased manner 
in the course of the Fifth and Sixth Plans . The non -recurrirlg expendi 
ture for the establishment of these Regional Laboratories is estimated 
to be of the order of Rs. 30 lakhs (which will also include the cost of the 
reference , secondary and working standards needed by the Central Gov 
ernment and will further include the cost of reference standards required 
to be supplied to the State Government ) and the recurring expenditure 
for the employment of scientific and technical staff needed for such 
laboratories is estimated to be of the order of Rs. 6 lakhs. 


Clause 28 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to appoint a 
Director of Legal Metrology and as many Additional, Joint, Deputy or 
Assistant Directors and other officers and staff as may be necessary for 
exercising powers and efficiently discharging the duties conferred or im 
posed on them by or under the Act. At present, there is a Directorate 
of Weights and Measures at the Centre. It is proposed to expand the 
said Directorate in view of the additional work proposed to be assigned 
to that Directorate by or under the Bill. The additional recurring expen 
diture on such expansion of the Directorate is estimated to be of the order 
of Rs. 5 lakhs per annum . 


Clause 36 of the Bill provides for the approval of the model of every 
weight or measure before large- scale production of such weight or mea 
sure is undertaken . The Bill contemplates the establishment of one or 
more laboratories for the testing of the models of weights and measures 
submitted to the Central Government for approval, It is, however, pro 
posed that, during the initial stages, the work connected with the appro 
val of models of weights and measures should be entrusted to the 
Standards Division of the National Physical Laboratory which is already 
well- equipped for the purpose. Further facilities for the testing and 
approval of models are likely to be created under the Indo -German Tech 
nical Co -operation . In the course of time, the cost incurred in the main 
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tenance of such laboratories is expected to be met by the fees received 
for the approval of models, the expected income of the fees being 
Rs. 5 lakhs per annum . During the initial stages, however, a small non 
recurring expenditure of the order of Rs. 1 lakh , is likely to be incurred 
for the testing of models. A recurring expenditure of Rs. 25 ,000 per 
annum is also estimated to be incurred to give effect to the provisions 
of clause 36 (2 ). 


Clause 76 of the Bill provides for the establishment of the Indian 
Institute of Legal Metrology for imparting training in legal metrology 
and other allied branches of knowledge . At present, a training Institute 
is already functioning under the Central Government for the purpose 
aforesaid . It would be necessary to expand the said Institute in view 
of the provisions of the proposed Bill. An additional expenditure of 
the order of Rs. 3 lakhs per annum is estimated to be incurred for the 
expansion of the training Institute. The additional recurring expendi 
ture for the training Institute is estimated to be of the order of Rs . 5 lakhs. 


Other provisions of the Bill , if enacted , will not involve any recur 
ring or non - recurring expenditure . 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 83 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make rules 
to carry out the provisions of the Bill . The matters in respect of which 
such rules may be made include matters relating to 


(a ) supplementary , derived , special or other units of weight or 
measure , standard symbols or definitions, as recommended by the 
General Conference of Weights and Measures or the International 
Organisation of Legal Metrology ; 


(b ) multiples and sub -multiples of, and physical constants , ratios 
or co - efficients in relation to units of weight or measure , as recom 
mended by the General Conference on Weights and Measures or the 
International Organisation of Legal Metrology ; 


( c) the manner in which and the conditions under which every 
reference standard , secondary standard or working standard shall be 
kept; 


(d ) the place at which , the authority by which , the manner in 
which , and the periodical intervals at which every reference stan 
dard , secondary standard and working standard shall be verified and 
authenticated ; 


(e ) the conditions, limitations and restrictions under which non 
standard weights or measures may be manufactured for export or 
may be exported ; 


(f ) the manner of disposal of any commodity which is subject to 
speedy or natural decay ; 


(g ) class of goods or undertakings in relation to which , or class 
of users in relation to whom , no transaction , dealing or contract shall 
be made or had except by specified weight, measure or number ; 


(h ) the authority to whom models are to be submitted for 
approval; 


(i) the conditions under which the performance of any model 
is to be tested ; 


( i) the manner in which the number of model and crtificate shall 
be inscribed on every weight or measure ;

The delegation of legislative power is , therefore , 
of a normal character .
